Glare, secretary, 
and a meeting of the new farmers’ as- 
sociation will be held four weeks henee 
to complete the organization, — Sales- 
men Will be appoimled to handle the 
produee, and a number of inspectors, 
at the meeting to be held next month. 
The loeals represented at the board 
were those of Edmonton, Clover Bar, 
East Clover Bar, Namao, Stony Plain, 
Spruce Grove and Bon Accord. 

Primarily ealled to diseuss the above 
question, the meeting branched out 
into the discussion of many other sub-

After short discussion a resolution
